hold on th© Manchurian situation 
due to the fact that the military 
forces s ta fo n e d tiler** are not loyal, 
and ar© led by war lords who have

Th** central government will have 
a d i f f i c u l t time in setting up suffi­ 
cient protection in Manchuria be­ 
fore Nov. 16, the date fixed by the
